FRESNO, Mar. 21 — In his customary straightforward and honest 
manner, Ezra Taft Benson, secretary of agriculture, Tuesday night, told 
farmers that the permanent and sound solutions to the problems of 
agriculture lie in lower costs of production, expanded markets, improv- 
ed varieties and breeds, better marketing and merchandising methods, 
and efficient production that allows sale at competitive prices — ob- 
jectives that are being accomplished through education and research 
in the field of agriculture. 


The secretary was _ principal 
speaker at a Salute to Agriculture 
dinner, sponsored by the Central 
Valley Empire association, in the 
Rainbow ballroom, Fresno. About

FISH AND GAME 
LEGISLATION 
BEFORE SENATE 


SACRAMENTO, Mar. 21 — Fish 
and Game legislation of interest to 
sportsmen continue to excite at- 
tention at Sacramento. 

One of the most controversial 
measures (Senate Bill 525 — Sut- 
ton) will be heard shortly by the 
Senate Fish and Game committee, 
The bill would prohibit fishing 
nets in the Sacramento river up- 
stream from Carquinez. A sim- 
ilar bill was taken up by the As- 
sembly committee on Fish, and 
Game last week and after a three- 
hour hearing lasting until mid- 
night the bill was finally referred 
to an interim committee for fur- 
ther study. 

According to Senator J. Howard 
Williams of Tulare county, the 
Senate bill is expected to arouse 
an equally bitter dispute. The 
sportsmen have felt for some time 
that commercial net fishing in the 
Sacramento river was interfering 
with the natural flow of fish to 
the spawning grounds. This, they 
claim, endangers the salmon fish- 
ery, for the area of the upper Sac- 
rmaento river is considered one of 
the finest spawning grounds in 
California. , 

Phe Department of Fish and 
Game appears to favor the meas- 
ure at least to the extent that if 
nets are not removed from the 
river altogether they should be re- 
moved from some areas and the 
Season’ shortened. Commercial 
fishermen condemn the measure as 
one which will destroy their pres- 
ent livelihood. 

The question of increased fees 
for fishing and' hunting licenses is 
also soon to be heard, said Senator 
Williams, a member of the Senate 
committee on fish and game. The 
sportsmen’s organizations have: 
made some recommendations for 
reduced spending by the depart- 
ment but the whole question is 
due to be heard by the legislative 
committee and unless there is 
some curtailment of expenditure 
an increase in fees will be the 
only solution.

Advantages of this particular 
strain of rainbow include their 
tolerance of high water tempera- 
tures, approximately 70 to 80 de- 
grees, much too warm for any of 
our trout, yet too cold for warm 
water species of fish such as bass 
and catfish.
